Dwelling on his im- 
pressions of Burma, he sald 
that as a result of the huge 
influx of Chinese into that 
country, a Chinese city had sprung 
up at Lashio, the Burma eng of 
the Yunnan-Burma Highway. ‘New 
houses, shops and hotels, all 
operated by the Chinese, have come 
uo like mushrooms. Since the 
place Is situated in the malaria- 
stricken region, antl-malariga ger- 
vices are badly required. During 
his stay’ in Burma, he had con- 
sultations with the Burmese health 
authorities in regarqg to anti 
malaria control work in that coun- 
try. 

REPORT TO GOVERNMENT 

Professor Robertson is the only 
British doctor connected with the 
antl-malaria control work along 
the Yunnan-Burma Highway, He 
was Commissioner of the British 
Anti-Epldemic Unit sen, by the 
League of Nations to China 
{n 1938, which operated in the 
provinces of Hunan, Hupeh and 
Kiangsi. In 1939, he became Chief 
Technical Expert of the Commis- 
slon and tnterested himself in the 
pioneer medical work on the Yun 
nan-Burma Highway 

He ts now making a complete 
report on his trip to be submitted 
ty the Chinese Government. 

It ls learned that the University 
in Tropica) Medicine and Hyglene 
of Hongkong 1s opening a course 
this autumn, Professor Robertson's 
visit to the Yunnan-Burma High- 
way will prove of great help in 
teaching this course

St. Aidan of Lindisfarne, whose feast occurs tomorrow, was 
one of the most noted men in the history of English monasti- 


cdsm. 


He was an Irish bishop who resigned his see in order to 


become a monk on Iona, the Scottish island. near the Ross of 
Mull on which St. Columba established hts famous monastery 


and school 


It was arranged that monks should be sent from Jona to 
Northumbria to take part in spreading Christianity in England, 
where it had been planted by St. Augustine half a century be- 


fore, but the first mission failed. 


He settled on the island of 
Lindisfarne, a few miles off the 
Northumberland coast, now known 
as Holy Island. 

Aidan was the first Bishop of 
Lindisfarne, a see which, on the 
restoration of the Catholic hier- 
archy in England was re-establish- 
ed under the title of Hexham and 
Newcastle 

St. Bede wrote of Aldan that: 
“He was a pontiff inspired with a 
passionate love of virtue but at 
the same time full of a surpassing 
mildness and gentleness.” He dled 
in 651

Mr, Garland Howland Shaw, who 
was appointed to the post of As- 
sistant Secretary of State in tue 
United States, is a convert. The 
war developments in the Near 
East seem to be an ohvious reason 
for Mr. Shaw’s pronotion.

who was upheaving and: Subvert- 
ing established traditions anda 
principles....ne. must therefore: in- 
troduce himself caretully......” 

“That I should dare to draw 
any kind of parallel between S8t. 
Paul's introduction toe the Chris- 
tlans at Rome and my own intro- 
duction to the Christians at 
Singapore, would seem at first not 
only far fetched but perilously 
presumptuous,” continued His 
Lordship, “But I am sure that you 
will not misunderstand me when 
‘IT say that I find myself at the 
moment in a situation as describ- 
ed by St. Paul when he speaks of 
hig task and his equipment for it. 
St. Paul begins ‘I thank God 
through Jesus Christ that your 
faith ts proclaimed throughout the 
whole world.’ I too, with honesty, 
repeat ‘that thanksgiving.” © 


DIFFICULT TIME 


Later In his address the Bishop 
said, “I come to you at a difficult 
time. So much of the energy that 
could be used on building on the 
foundations of others must now 
be used in defending those foun- 
dations from desruction.

Held Up In Macao 


“Fhere ure no official agents in 
Macao.” said Mr: J. H. B. hee, 
Immigration Office, to the Hong- 
kong Daily Press yesterday when 
interviewed in connexion with re- 
ports which appeared in the Chi- 
nese Press to the effect that 
“thousands of Chinese” who do 
not possess entry permits to 
Hongkong are being held up in 
Macao. 


“Due to the tightening of the 
regulations governing entries into 
Hongkong, it is possible that 
many Chinese have been unable 
to obtain permits as only a very 
smal] amount of permits are be 
ing issued daily in Macao by the 
British Consulate there. 

“Permits are only issued to 
those who could produce satisfac- 
tory proof that they have a legiti- 
mate reason for coming to Hong. 
kong, or those Who are vouched 
for hy the Consulate.” 


BONA FIDE APPLICANTS 


Asked as to the procedure to be 
adopted by those who might 
be unknown to the Consulate or 
unable to produce the necessary 
proof of thetr being bona fide re 
Sidents of this Colony ‘but whose 
business or families are neverthe 
less resident’ here, Mr. Lee in- 
mated that al) they have to do 
ig to forward applications to the 
Immigration Office here, giving 
the address of their local con 
nexions. Or, applications might 
be made for them by their re- 


latives and business associates 
here. 


Referring to the numbe: ef peo 
ple who apply dally to the Con- 
sulate, given in the Chinese Press 
reports as “two or wnree thon- 
sand” and who have been un: 
able to obtain permits, Mr. Lee 
stated that {t had been found tm_ 
possible to check on the number 
as no large numbers of applica: 
tens were recetved by the Con- 
sulate. 


“Those who have legitimate 
business tn Hongkong should have 
no anxiety over the matter as the 
intention of the Ordinance is to 
keep undesitables, and not 
traders, out of the Colony,” con- 
chided Mr. Lee

CHURCHILL'S MOVE 


In 1912, Mr. Winston Churchill, 
as First Lorg of the Admitaity, 


was Instrumenta] in appointing a! 


Royal Commission to go into the 
matter of this ofl company, The 
Commission reported favourably 
and, as a result, the British Gov- 
ernment agreed to invest money in 
it for a controling share in the 
Company. 

The output of the Company 
reached 6,000,000 tons {n 1927 with 
a possibility of an Increase to 
8,000,000 tons should circumstances 
warrant it. This helped to keep 
fran going. 

“It ig clear, therefore, that 
Britain could not allow Iran to 
fali into enemy hands,” de- 
clared Mr,’ ‘Steed. 

“Eight months ago, the British 
representatives at Teheran protest. 
ed against the German infiltration 
into the country and warned the 
Iranian Government against it. 
And yet the Iranian Government 
alloweq German agents and con- 
spiratorg to use their territory 
against Britain and Russia. There 
was nothing left but to take action 
to prevent this. That has now 
been done and now the Iranian 
Government bas ordered resistance. 
to cease, : 

“Consequently, the situation Is 
easler, We only made sure that 
Iran will not be made use of by 
the enemy for a war against us, 
and we will see to it that the 
Germans are cleareg out of the 
country. 

“The influence of the British and 
Russian action in Iran will resoun: 
throughout Asia, It wil) lend 
strength to Mr. Churchill’s state- 
ment of last Sunday that Jap- 
unese ageression has got to stop. 
Mr. Churchill had then added that 
lf the negotiations between Japan 
and the United States shoulg not 
result in bringing aboyt better re_ 
lations then: Britain would range 
herself unhesitatingly 
the United States Government. 


JAPAN WARNED - 


“The Japanese Government does 
noy like the United States sending

alongside ' vy Churchill proclaimed has to 


supplies to Russia of those things 
which have. been prevented from. 
reaching Japan. The 
Government had warneq Japan 
that. any action on her part to 
prevent these supplies reaching 
Rusia would be regarded ag «un 
unfriendly act.

The significance of 
this was seen In the attempt which 
had been made to kill M. Laval. 

It was a sign of active re- 
volt. that was being created 
sitently in France,
